ARMS INCREASE 
POLICY UPHELD 
BY DEBATERS 

Junior Board ol Trade Holds 
Allirmative 



McGILL DEFEATED 



Resolution: 'Canada Justified 
In increasing Armaments 
Expenditure' 



Defeated last night in a de 
bate against the Montreal Junior 
Board of Trade, the McGill De- 
bating Society opposed the reso- 
lution that "Canada is justified 
in increasing her armaments ex 
penditure." The debate was 
iield in the Union Ballroom, as 
a regular feature of the Mont- 
real Debating League schedule. 

H. T. Aitken and J. M. Gardiner, 
upholding the affirmative for the 
Junior Board of Trade advocated a 
continuance of the present increase 
in Canada's armament budget, 
pointing out the inadequacy of our 
existing military and naval estab 
lishments. They urged, not the 
building of great air fleets or nav 
ies, but the building up of defen- 
sive units "only to defend focal 
points from attack." Mr. Gardiner 
pointed out the vulnerability of 
Canada from air attacks which 
could, if properly directed, paralyze 
our commercial and industrial units, 
and render us unfit even for the 
supplying of raw materials and food 
to the British should they be in- 
volved in a major war. 

McGill Negative. 
A. J. Berman and J. W. Mac- 
Naughton, speaking for the nega 
live, urged a reliance on the Mun 
roe Doctrine, and a direction of 
Canadian efforts toward a support 
of more peaceful settlement of in-

QUESTION OF RACE 
BROUGHT TO FORE 

Representatives of Biological 
and Sociological Societies 
Address Meeting 

"Fantastic" was the term used to 
describe German racial theories at 
a joint meeting of the Biological and 
Sociological Societies last night in 
the Union. The speakers were Eu 
gene Munroe and Evelyn Abel of 
the Biological Society, David Solo 
mon and John Pearson of the So 
ciological Society. 'The subject of 
the discussion was "Race." 

Eugene Munroe, president of the 
Biological society and Evelyn Abel 
dealt with the subject from a purely 
biological point of view. Both 
agreed that it is incorrect to speak 
of inferior or superior race, since. 
Biologically, .racial differences are 
determined by accidental, heredi- 
tary factors. Miss Abel referred to 
recent German "isms", such as "in- 
organic disruptions", used in, refer- 
ence to other races, as purely fan- 
tastic. • 

David Solomon and John Pear- 
son, president of the Sociological 
Society, discussed the subject from 
a cultural and social aspect. David 
Solomon made an, interesting 
statement to the effect that, as yet, 
no correlation has been conclusive- 
ly proved to exist between the 
physical characteristics, and the in- 
telligence of any race. 

The representatives of the Socio- 
logical Society maintained that in 
determining racial differences cul- 
tural and social aspects were of 
greater import than physiological 
characteristics. 

The meeting was chaired by Leo 
Roback. It was ended with a dis- 
cussion on the part of the audienca

The Pan-American Union is com- 
posed of 21 independent republics 
ot North and ' South America in- 
cluding the United States, and 
holds meetings periodically. Pro- 
fessor Corbett's speech is of spe- 
cial current interest in view of the 
Pan-American Conference now be- 
ing held in Lima, Peru. 

The last conference took place in 
Montevideo, Uruguay, in 1933. 

In 1936, at the inter-American 
Conference for the Maintenance of 
Peace, held at Buenos Aires, PreS' 
ident Roosevelt stressed the desir 
ability of Canada's joining the other 
American countries in extending 
the harmony existing between the 
two continents. 

There has been much speculation 
recently whether Canada should 
have participated in the present 
conference anà, whether she should 
join the Pan-American Union. 

Professor' Corbett, teachei: of in 
ternational law In the McGill Law 
School, has made special study of 
Canadian and Latin- American rela- 
tions and is the author of "Tlw Set 
tlement of Canadian-American Dis- 
putes" and joint author of "Canada 
and World Politics." South Ameri- 
can students are especially welcome

"The Historical and Cultural 
Aspect of the Alsatian Question" 
was the subject of an address last 
night 4>y Mr. J. R.' Beck to a joint 
meeting of the RTV.C. and McGill 
Historical cliibs in the R.V.C. Draw- 
ing Room. 

The political importance of Al- 
sace was recognized by Hitler in 
hii book "Mein Kampf" which he 
stated that tlie intentions of France 
against Germany . would never 
change, Ijecause they were founded 
upon a sense of self-protection of 
the French nation. 

Mr. Beck traced the Historical 
background of Alsace, b?ginning 
with the Celtic-Roman period,, 
through the AUemanic-Frankish 
period, down to. the present French 
period. . ■• 

"Probably the most Important 
cultural aspect of Alsace, is the lan- 
guage." stated Mr.' Beck. Thé 
French realize that while there is a 
difference in language, Alsace can 
never be truly French, and for this 
reason, the Alsatians are encouraged 
to speak French. 

An informal discussion followed 
the address, after which the meet- 
ing adjourned' and refreshments 
were served.

'Newspapers Cannot Be Run 
Without Advertising' 

SPONSORED BY DAILY 



States That Ail Large News- 
papers Must Present 
News Impartially 

"Any . newspaper of import- 
ance must present its news im 
partially," stated Mr. E. J. 
Archibald in his address in the 
McGill Union yesterday in the 
second of a series of talks on 
"Journalism" sponsored by the 
"Daily." "If any newspaper 
printed coloured news," he said, 
"It would be recognized as such 
by the readers, and the confid- 
ence of the public in the paper 
would be undermined." 

News a Commodity. 
Mr. Archibald, who is an associ 
ate editor of the Montreal Daily 
Star, and a director of The Canadi 
an Press, opened his address by 
saying that "news is a commodity. 
It is harvested, processed, and trad- 
ed as any other commodity. The 
difference between news and other 
commodities is first of all, thai 
news is the most perishable thing 
in the world; It must be absolutely 
fresh to have any primary value. 
Secondly, news must be uncontam- 
inated and unblended. 

Commercialism Charged. 

"The charge of commercialism 
has been made against news- 
papers." said the speaker. "A mod- 
ern newspaper involves the outlay 
of a considerable amount of capital 
which must bring in reasonable re 
turns or the newspaper will go

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Scientists Leave the 
Ivory Tower 

IQEAN Brown made an important point 
the other day in proposing a toast at 
the Engineers' banquet. He suggested that 
the engineer is an integral part of society 
and should not isolate himself from the 
world about him. 

Some may wonder whether it is neces- 
sary to drive home such a message in this 
day and age when science is so interwoven 
with industry. Yet the attitude still lingers 
on most campuses that the objective experi- 
mental approach is in grave danger unless 
the scientist shuts his eyes to what is going 
.on around him. 

The outworn .theoiy that a man can 
4^-'' think only when he hibernates dies a hard 
death. The facts of life contradict it at 
every moment. 

Every practicing engineer knows that 
theory and technical knowledge are not 
enough. He is regularly confronted with 
personnel problems which demand some un- 
derstanding of social questions. 

The chemist discovers that his research 
^ is no blessing when returned to the world 
; v in the form of poison gas and bombs. 
•; More and more scientists and educa- 
,tors are prepared today to face the chal- 
• lenge of these facts. They recognize that 
à narrow academic approach can stifle thé 
spirit of science and warp its creativeness. 

They are convinced that a man who 
does not see the social implications of his 
profession cannot make his best contribu- 
tiôn to the community, no matter how su- 
perior his mind or how vast his know- 
ledge. 

McGill, fortunately is well represented 
in these scientists who are prepared to look 
beyond the four walls of their labs. In some 
of the professional faculties courses have 
been introduced which aim to broaden the 
. social horizons of the students. But this 
Ë|.iB- just a beginning. Many are still prone 
||-'tb regard them as fads and frills. 

It agurs well for the future that stud- 
^•^ents themselves seek to end their seclusion 
- '''^ithrough extra-curricular work. Most out- 
^siahding perhaps is the rapid growth of De- 
Ifc^'Bating and other activity in the Faculty of 
JEngineering. The spirit of the" Engineers 
was well-expressed in the font-page editor- 
ial of the recent engineering issue of the 
.■: yJDaily which stated: "What wo have done 

■ ;aiready has dispelled the idea that we are 
disinterested in the affairs which concern 

■ the "university as a whole." 

Another outstanding example is pro- 
WÏV}àeà by the Medical Students. The Un- 
dergraduate Society has sponsored ad- 
dresses to those social quetsions which dis- 
turb every wide-awake practitioner. The 
newly^formed Association of Medical Stu- 
dents at McGill provides valuable educa- 
tion on public health and related problems. 

Many similar instances could be cited.' 
All the evidence points in one; dirècjâon> 
The narrow, sterile acadernio; approach is 
pawing away. Some wilr lament this. Oth- 
ers will take their inspiration from a state- 
ment of the Chancellor: "McGill is not a 
laiowledge factory." They will look forward 
impatiently to the day when this prfticiple 
is fully realized.

SUMMER STORM. 
By Louis Untermeyer. 
Aftér reading a quantity of the 18th and 
19th century poetry, ope cannot help noticing 
that the built of it ia love poetry. This love 
poetry is, by our standards, often over-senti- 
mental and at times disilluslonlngly shoddy and 
artificial: it seems to hove forgotten that iove 
is essentially real and passionate, that its emo- 
tions are not trivial, that its flames are not mere 
sham. 

The poets of these two centuries almost in- 
variably wrote of women; but how frequent 
it was that the women they praised in thehr 
poetry were unnatural, overcoloured, exagger- 
ated, and abstract Women were placed up on a 
pedesK\J on which they never belonged, and as 
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a result they were seldom regarded as fellow 
beings and companions to men. 

It is only during the past 40 years that the 
exalted picture of Womanhood, Reverence, De- 
licacy, and all the rest of the fatuous worship 
connected with women has been attacked by 
healthy, honest and outspoken poets like 
Thomas Hardy, Rupert Brooke and D. H. Law- 
rence. Their poetry is addressed to a woman 
rather than to Woman; it is direct and search- 
ing, lacking the empty ring of a smug rhyme 
dedicated to the angelic creatture, who, so pure 
and sweet, can do no wrong, can do nothing but 
receive the praises and worship of her baser fel- 
low men. 

SUMMER STORM was written by Louis 
Untermeyer in 1920. In this dramatic love poem 
Untermeyer banishes the polished primping and 
the false superficiality of the earlier Victorian 
and Georgian poets. In contrast to them he 
writes with an intimate directness and frankness 
that reveals his true insight of the meaning of 
love.

Columbia— Walter Winchell, in a column 
entitled, "Thhigs I Never Knew Till Now ASoùï 
College," said some things about Stephens 
which oflcials there never knew till then.

HARVARD PSYCHOLOGISTS 
MAKE STUDY OF PERSON- 
AUTY TRAITS OF CHILDREN 

Not all the "guinea pigs" in 
Harvard are Dr. Bock's normal 
boys; In the Psychological Clinic at 
64 Plympton Street a group of 26 
children 'from four to six years old 
are having their personalities 
anlayzed and their complexes ex- 
amined. 

Under the direction of Dr. Walter 
Dyk, research workers In child 
psychology are going into the third 
year of an Intensive study of the 
character traits of a selected group 
of children whose complete physi- 
cal history from birth is known 

In a brightly colored playroom 
that Is not as innocent as it looks 
the youngsters are exposed to 
temptation, have th^ir curiosity 
aroused, and are purposely frus- 
trated while an observer watches 
them through, a one-way screen; 
even moving pictures can be taken 
of the lususpecting youngsters 
through a mirror that is really a 
window. 

yiOne/r/ofij^the "frustration" tests 
used last year involved the use of a 
savings bank. For three days the 
trusting subject was given a quarter 
in payment for drawing a picture, 
a quarter which was to be de- 
posited in the bank. On the folirth 
day a key was substituted for the 
quarter, but when the child opened 
the bank with it the other three 
quarters had gone. 

A number of subjects just swore, 
loud and long. 

A curiosity test In which a re- 
cord of someone reading "Moby 
Dick" is played very softly over 
a' loudspeaker, was unsuccessfully 
tried with some local talent the 
other day. "Children are so used 
to radios now that they didn't pay 
any attention," Dr. Dyk explained 
yesterday. ^"I think I'll try putting 
it in the closet." 

The children come from a child 
clinic in Brookline, which has kept 
tabs on their physical develop- 
ment since birth.

ternational disputes. Quoting Mr. 
Anthony Eden, MacNaughton stated 
his opinion that belief in the in- 
evitability of war would lead to 
war— and an expansionist armament 
programme involves a> belief in at 
least the imminent danger of war. 
Replying to an accusation of 
"spongeing," MacNaughton declared 
that reliance on the Munroe doc- 
trine is a reliance on a doctrine 
adopted by the United States for 
purely selfish reasons, and in that 
sense could not constitute sponge- 
ing. In general, the McGill team 
voiced the belief that "war can be 
averted by peaceful conferences," 
and that Canada should take the 
lead in proposing arbitration, rather 
than joining in the chorus of belli< 
.'cose declarations which must even 
tually lead to a major conflict.

This need not 
make the newspaper compromise 
with honesty or lowei» its stan- 
dards, and no large newspaper 
worthy of survival does comprom- 
ise with honesty." 

"The only alternative to adver- 
tising is a newspaper which is kept 
up by subsidies from the govern- 
ment or from private interests," 
.\rchibald said. "But such a news- 
paper miist further the views of 
the people who are subsidising it, 
and so the subsidised newspaper 
will be unreliable. 

"The European news agencies arc 
shot to pieces. They have become 
mouthpieces of government . opin- 
ions. The only one which is still 
dependable to any degree is the 
Havas News Agency of France. 
Canadian Press. 

"The Canadian Press is a co- 
operative, non profit making or- 
ganization under a Dominion char- 
ter. Thirty years ago Canadian 
newspapers were dependent on the 
Great North Western and the C.P.R. 
telegraph services for their news. 
Besides this some of the large 
newspapers in Toronto and Mont- 
real had a few correspondents, and 
a dally service from New York. 
The western papers formed the 
Western Canada Press to serve 
newspapers west of the Great 
Lakes. This brought them Into 
conflict with the telegraph com- 
panies who refused to sell them 
any more news. In 1910 the case 
was brought up before the Federal 
Railway Commission, and uniform 
press rales on news were estab- 
lished. This was a victory for the 
Western Canada Press. Then the 
C.P.R. telegraph handed over their 
rights of getting news from the 
Associated Press to the Western 
Canada Press. 

Untampered News. 

"All the news which a newspaper 
originates immediately becomes the 
property of all the other members 
of the Canadian Press, which was 
formed in 1911. The news is sent 
in the raw to bureaus situated in 
large cities where it is edited and 
cut down to suit other papers. No 
newspaper is compelled to use the 
material sent to it by the CP., but 
this news must not be tampered 
with in any way that would change 
the meaning 'of the news. The news 
is entirely factual, no opinions. 

"For foreign news the O.P. has 
cable connections in New York with 
Havas and with The Associated 
Press. The CP, has an office in 
Washington to edit this news for the 
use of the CP. 

Education Needed. 

"News editors ,must be men of 
considerable educational back 
ground. If he edits Canadian news 
he must know Canadian history and 
geography. He must be careful to 
let no mistakes pass, as readers are 
liable to notice errors, 'and If too 
many of them occur the confidence 
of the public in the newspaper will 
be lost ' 

In closing Mr. Archibald advised 
all future reporters to get jobs with 
small newspapers in the beginning, 
rather than a position with the 
Canadian Press. That should come 
later when experience in newspaper 
work has been gained.

WILLIAM JAMES LECTURER 
CITES NEED FOR RESISTANCE 

TO PROPAGANDA 
"Germany and all of Europe Is a 
more fertile field for neurotics and 
suicide than America, which is still 
quite calm," said Kurt Goldstein, 
William James lecturer and clinical 
professor of Neurology at Columbia 
University, in an interview yester- 
day. . 

Although hesitant about passing 
judgment on Germany, Goldstein 
said that there was no doubt that 
the uncertainties of present-day life 
in Europe contributed a great deal 
to the Increase In psychopathic 
case;, and that the relation between 
Der Fuehrer and the masses was a 
psychological rather than a political 
phenomenon. Compared with the 
tenseness of life in Europe Ameri- 
can life seems quite placid. 
Must Resist Propaganda. 

Before coming to America five 
years ago, Goldstein was mainly 
concemed with German soldiers 
who had received brain Injuries 
during the World War. Through his 
work in brain surgery and neu- 
rology he entered into the field of 
psychology. 

■ Questioned on the problem of 
propaganda, Goldstein felt that 
modern advertising had by playing 
on the fears and hopes of the buy- 
ing public increased the number of 
hypochondriacs, and that it was up 
to education to develop a resistance 
to propaganda. 

On the other hand, he continued, 
there is great need for popular en- 
lightenment on medical and psycho- 
logical subjects. However, psycho- 
analysis, is too much known and 
little understood by the layman, 
and its terms are too much mis- 
used. 

Impressed by Comfort of Colleges. ! 

Comparing American to German ' 
students, Goldstein was much im- 
pressed by the material comfort and { 
beautiful campuses of American] 
universities and the - uninhibited! 
eagerness of the American stude/\i 
in class discussions. German élu- 
dents, he continued, have greateri 
freedom in electing courses and do' 
not have so many examinations. 

In answer to a question on the 
nature of psychology Goldstein stat- 
ed that it was coming into its own 
as a science but it would never be 
a science that physics is; for be- 
haviorism Is a special part of 
psychology but not all of it
